Town’s pipe system deemed ‘excellent’

A powerful opera singer it may not be, but the Town of 
Didsbury still has some excellent pipes. 

This was proven by water usage statistics examined by 
town council on Feb. 17 showing that the total water lost 
from the town’s system due to leaky pipes in 2008 
amounted to only about 12 per cent of the total water that 
goes in. 

This percentage is calculated as the total number of 
litres pumped into the system minus the total billed usage 
(as measured by the water meters) minus the total esti¬ 
mated consumption of unbilled sites that do not yet have 
meters. 

A loss of 20 per cent is considered acceptable and 15 
per cent is deemed to be excellent. 

"The numbers look really good,” enthused Councillor 
Ernie Ryckman, who asked how the town's water uses- 
tacks up against the other area municipalities. 

“We are the* lowest [per capita] consumer for communi¬ 


ties in the area serviced by our commission and we are 
one of the lower ones in the province," indicated 
Councillor Bob Davidson, 
who is also chairman of the 
Mountain View Regional 
Water Services 

Commission. 

However, there is still 
some room for improve¬ 
ment, said Davidson, since 
several facilities around 
town do not yet have water 
meters installed. These 
buildings include the 
police station, the arena, 
the pool, the town office 
and the town shop. 

“There’s no reason why 
we can’t put metering on 
all the ones that aren’t metered,” he said “To have a good 
handle on loss due to leakage, you need to meter every¬ 


thing, you can’t just estimate.” 

Meters will be installed in town facilities on a cost-ben¬ 
efit basis, said town chief financial officer James 
Reichenbacher. 

“We need to get those meters in as well so that one, we 
can see if there’s a loss at any of these facilities and two, 
just to be aware of what we are using,” he said. 

“We’re going to try to stab at the big ones first...[but[at 
some point it’s not economically efficient to continue 
going.” 

At present, the Town of Didsbury sends utility bills 
monthly but takes manual water meter readings every 
second month. Residents who would like to report their 
monthly water meter reading can do so by e-mailing the 
town’s utilities billing department at hmuma@didsbury.ca 
or by calling the town office at (402) 235-2391. 

Readings received by the last day of the month will be 
used for that month's billing. Customers who phone or e- 
mail their readings every month should do so between the 
23rd and 27th of each month and include their name, 
physical address and date of the reading.

Housing starts 
fall slightly 
in 2008

Didshury is continuing 
to grow, albeit at a slower 
pace than recent years, 
according to 2008 devel¬ 
opment figures recently 
released by the town. 

The number of permits 
issued for new housing in 
the Didsbury area fell to 
55 - down from 71 in 2007 
and 82 in 2000. 

This drop may have 
been partly caused by 
cold weather in 
December, which likely 
caused some projects to 
be delayed until January 
of this year, said Robert 
Wigg, planning and devel¬ 
opment officer for the 
town. 

He noted (hat 2000 and 
2007 were unusual boom 
years for the housing 
industry, with high wages 
and a significant number 
of people opting to leave 
large cities such as 
Calgary in favour of a 
more small town lifestyle. 

“The entire province 
saw some pretty high 
numbers,” Wigg said. “I’d 
like to look at [develop¬ 
ment] on a bit more of an 
overall basis.” 

Between 1908 and 2008, 
there were an average of 
54 housing starts per year. 

In addition, total con¬ 
struction value has 
remained relatively con¬ 
stant, totalling about 
$14.4 million last year, 
compared to $16.5 million 


in 2007 and $14.4 million 
in 2006. 

Despite the ongoing 
poor economic climate, 
Wigg doesn’t foresee a 
significant drop in the 
number of Didshury hous-

ing starts in coming years. 

“I think they are still 
going to be consistent, 
into that between 50 and 
70 dwelling units,” he 
said, marking a return to 
a more sustainable 
growth rate. 

Lower costs for con¬ 
struction materials such 
as rebar and drywall may 


also help to encourage 
development. 

“Developers are a little 
more cautious, but we 
still seem to he gelling a 
lot of activity in terms of 
phone calls and discus¬ 
sion,” said Wigg, adding 
that “by the spring there’ll 
he a little more confi¬ 
dence in the market and 
things will stabilize.” 

Increasing the amount 
of affordable housing 
continues to be a major 
focus for the town admin¬ 
istration and council. 

One approach has been 
the building of small, 
basic ‘starter’ houses. 

“Last year, we had 
builders that were build¬ 
ing 1,000 to 1,100 square 
foot, no attached garage, 
offering them as a more 
affordable option,” 

explained Wigg. “You can 
still upgrade it, but you’re 
not looking at that 
$500,000 investment to 
get into the market." 

Multi-family facilities, 
such as townhouses and 
duplexes, are another 
potential way to meet the 
demand for lower-cost 
housing. 

A fourplex and two 
townhouses were built in 
2007 and two 12-unit 
townhouses were con¬ 
structed last year. 

That trend is likely to 
continue, said Wigg. 

“I think we’re seeing a 
bit of a shift that way...to 
more affordable housing 
types.”

Town hall meet¬ 
ings nixed 

Council has decided to 
adopt a more proactive 
approach to interacting 
with the community after 
determining that the cur¬ 
rent ’Town hall meeting’ for¬ 
mal has proven ineffective. 

“We’ve had some open 
houses where we’ve had 
less than half a dozen peo¬ 
ple show up," explained 
Mayor Bri;ui Wittal. 

“We’ve got to have a bet¬ 
ter way to get out there and 
let people know what’s hap¬ 
pening." 

The better approach 
would be to have each 
councillor meet with vari¬ 
ous community groups, 
organizations and sports 
teams to determine what 
their needs and concerns 
an*, council decided. 

This will also lx* an oppor¬ 
tunity to let volunteers 
know that their contribu¬ 


tions are valued, said Wittal. 

“1 think that’s a key strate¬ 
gy: to let them know that it 
is appreciated. . . [and[to get 
some feedback as to.. .some 
of the hurdles that they’re 
facing.” 

Each councillor will cre¬ 
ate a list of ten community 
groups or organizat ions that 
he or she would like to meet 
with and a decision will be 
made at the next council 
meeting on Mar. 10. 

Capital budget 
discussed 

As part of capital budget 
discussions, council voted 
to replace a backhoe in 
need of significant repairs if 
funding can lx* obtained. 

The town has applied for 
funding under the 

Municipal Sustainability 
Initiative (MSI) to cover the 
$120,(KM) cost of the new 
equipment. 

“Without the grant, we 
probably wouldn't be able 
to afford it," said 
Reichenbacher. 

The current backhoe will 


likely need about $6,000 of 
repairs to keep it opera¬ 
tional until it can be 
replaced. 

Council also held a spe¬ 
cial all-day meeting on 
Monday, Feb. 28 to finalize 
the rest of its capital budget 
for 2009. 

Range Road 20 
railroad crossing 
update 

Now that the annexation 
has been approved, town 
council will bo taking the 
next steps towards having a 
warning system installed al 
a potentially dangerous rail¬ 
road crossing. 

“What will happen now is 
that the town will have to 
initiate that process and 
make the application for 
funding. Then we will look 
ai having discussions with 
the county on the sharing of 
the cost," said Mayor Brian 
Wittal. Council will likely 
look to make the applica¬ 
tion al its next meeting in 
March, said Wittal.

“The longest living organism on the face of the Earth 
is a rich relative," said Prevost, drawing chuckles from 
the crowd. 

Better ideas include keeping the accounts receivable 
current, knowing which inventory items are selling 
best and developing a good personal relationship with 
the bank. 

“Date your banker...Let them know what’s going on 
in your business," he said. 

Ultimately, Prevost advised small business owners 
not to allow themselves to panic and to concentrate on 
controlling what they can.

“A recession really starts in the mind,” customer 
service activist Roy Prevost told an audience of about 
50 gathered at the Memorial Complex’s Multi-Purpose 
Room on Wednesday, Feb. 18. 

Instead of allowing 
themselves to dwell on 
the negatives of the cur¬ 
rent economy, small busi¬ 
ness owmers should look 
for positive aspects and 
try to remain upbeat, the 
Burnaby, B.C. -based 
Prevost recommended in 
his session, “How to 
Recession-Proof Your 
Small Business,” which 
was jointly sponsored by 
the Didsbury and 
Carstairs chambers of 
commerce. 

““We felt as a Chamber 
that...the tools and infor¬ 
mation that Roy had to 
share could make a real 
difference to our local 
and surrounding busi¬ 
nesses that will have to survive these difficult times,” 
said Didsbury Chamber of Commerce president Margo 
Ward. 

It's important to stay positive, said Prevost, noting 
the current Canadian unemployment rate of 7.2 per 
cent means that 17.1 million people are still working. 

“What you focus on - put emotion behind - 
expands,” he said. “Focus on what you’ve got.” 

However, this does not mean that people should be 
ignoring the situation, he stressed, because Canada is 
likely only six to nine months behind the American 
market. 

A recession hasn’t hit Western Canada like it has any¬ 
where else, so we’re somewhat lagging the national 
scenario,” he said. “It’s important that [people] get 
their ducks in a row real quick and prepare themselves 
for a bumpy ride.” 

Indeed, it’s critical to recognize that Canada’s econo¬ 
my is closely linked to those of the United States, 
Prevost said.

During the current session of the 
Alberta Legislature the provincial 
government plans to introduce 
changes to the way legal authori- 
ties deal with young people bur 
dened l>> diui; and alcohol addle 

The changes include doubling the amount of time 
underage persons can be held in confinement while 
they receive assessment. 

Under current legislation young people who are 
abusing drugs or alcohol can be apprehended and 
taken to a protective safe house for assessment and 
treatment. 

Since coming into effect in July 2006, detoxification 
and assessment services operated under the legisla¬ 
tion have been provided to more than 1,500 young 
people. 

In many of those cases, the addicted young person 
has received intensive counselling and treatment, as 
well as follow-up consultations following release. 

And while it’s impossible to give an exact number, 
the program has certainly saved the lives of some of 
the young people involved, giving them a chance to 
live normal lives free from the tragedy that goes hand- 
in-hand with addictions. 

Now the province is proposing to markedly toughen 
up the existing legislation through the Protection of 
Children Abusing Drugs Amendment Act, which 
includes the following provisions: 

• Increasing the length of the confinement period 
from five days to 10 days; 

• Enhancing the involvement of parents and 
guardians; 

• Addressing pressures on police transportation 
services; 

• Strengthening the court order review process; and 

• Allowing the extension of a court order for an 
additional five days, where appropriate in the child’s 
interests. 

The changes will markedly improve services for 
young addicts, says Health Minister Ron Liepert. 

“Feedback from parents, guardians, treatment pro¬ 
gram staff, police and others indicated that amend¬ 
ments to this legislation would enable the program to 
better support children who abuse alcohol or drugs,” 
said Liepert. 

“These changes will allow us to build upon and 
enhance the positive results being achieved." 

While any government legislation that restricts a 
person’s liberty should be carefully scrutinized and 
monitored by independent bodies, the province is on 
the right track in its handling of young addicts. 

And if the changes proposed under the new Act end 
up saving even one more young person from the world 
of crime, poverty and sickness that comes with drug 
and alcohol addiction it is worthwhile and welcome. 

As long as the appropriate safeguards remain in 
place to ensure addicted children are treated as 
patients and not as criminals, this further restricting 
of their rights will serve the public good while at the 
same time getting young addicts the assessment and 
treatment they need and deserve. 

Hopefully MLAs from all parties will come together 
and push this new legislation through without delay.
